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A FIFTEENTH CENTURY 
IRISH BARD. 
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Pilib Bocht 0 Huiginn. Edited by Lambert 
i S.J., M.A. Dublin: The Taibet Prcss. 


‘| HE author of the religious poems, 

edited in this volume by Father 
McKenna, might be counted almost among 
the host of anonymous Gaelic writers. In 
the whole mass of Irish historical litera- 
ture there is but a single reference to him 
—the bare announcement of his death in 
1487. in the Annals of Ulster, which 
eulcyiso him as the greatest religious 
anth»lwgist of his day. He was a Friar 
ming? of the Observantine Reform, but 
the records of the Irish Vrovince of the 
Franc.scan Order say nothing about him, 
and a century after his death all tradition 
of the poet and his work had passed out 
of living memory. Yet he was a member 
of the great hereditary Bardic family 
which has given Irish literature the cele- 
brated Tadhg Og O Huiginn and Tadhg 
Dall and other distinguished poets. 

From the scantiest of materials Father 
McKenna concludes that, in his own time, 
Pilib Bocht must have been an outstand- 
ing figure; for otherwise. his obituary 
would not have found a place in the highly 
exclusive Annals. Furthermore, Father 
McKenna holds that he had a long train- 
ing as a bard in his lay life; that he had 
made little or no special ecclesiastical 
study ; that he may not even have become 
a priest; that he joined the Franciscans 
late in life, and that he was allowed to 
practise his skilled bardic technique for 
the spiritual good of his hearers and 
readers. 

Father McKenna prints sixteen poems 
attributed io Pilib Bocht in the MSS., and 
twelve which, with reasonable probability, 
may be attributed to him. All the poems 
are in the strict and classical dan direach 
measures and take their inspiration from 
Franciscan life, while in every line they 
reveal the most characteristic features of 
Bardic poetry. O Huiginn was, indeed, of 
the company of ‘‘ schoolmen of condensed 
speech,’’ expert master of the difficult 
Bardic metres, ‘‘ beneath whose heavy 
shackles,’’ says his editor, ‘‘ he moves 
with the greatest ease, making compara- 
tively little use of the tags with which 
many Bards were wont to eke out their 
lines.”” An interesting point upon which 
the editor does not touch is the non-attri- 
bution to Pilib Bocht of even one poem of 
purely secular interest. 

Pilib Bocht’s handling of his material 
will surprise readers familiar with more 
modern religious poetry, and they will 
miss the lyric note of earlier and later 
Gaelic verse. The charming freshness of 
much Franciscan poetry is missing too, 
hut the stock conceits and fancies of the 
classic Bards are here in plenty, and some 
of them, as anrfysed and illustrated in 
Father McKenna’s acute introduction, ara 
‘such as to surprise—even unpleasantly— 
the ordinary pious mind.’’ 

This edition has high value for the 
student of religious history, but to general 
Irish history it contributes little. Father 
McKenna’s’ editing is scholarly and 
conscientious, and provides a most useful 
critical apparatus. The printing has been 
done in Belgium, and it is not free from 
avoidable errors. 

It may be noted that one of the poems 
given in this volume had the distinction 
of being the first Gaelic work ever printed. 
It was published as a broadsheet in 1571 
at the expense of a worthy Dublin alder- 
man named Usher.

| BEFORE her Arctic trip began the sub- 


marine Nautilus was dogged by mis 
fortune, and we do not know yet how 
great a measure of success has attended 
the expedition. Sir Hubert Wilkins 
adinits that it is not usual to write the 
history of an expedition before it takes 
place, but he has produced a book of 
great interest. He was born in Australia 
in the year 1888, and his life has been 
crowded with adventure, Already he has 
crossed the North Pole in an aeroplane. 
The commande? of the Nautilus has done 
the same thing in an airship, and both of 
them believe that the ideal method of 
exploring that region is the method of 
the whale, who swims below the ice and 
comes up for air now and then. 
The ‘‘leads’’ in the ice that are 
such a menace to explorers who go 
afoot are invaluable to a submarine, and 
the members of the party had hoped to 
explore the region thoroughly while their 
boat lay beside the ice as she would lie 
alongside a pier. 
An interesting preface, ‘‘The History 
of the Idea,’’ has been contributed by 
Vilhjahmur Stefannson; and other 
members of the party have written 
chapters that deal with the work in 
which they are specially interested. An 
extract from ‘‘ Mathematicall Magick ”' is 
included, and w: are astonished to read 
there that between the years 1614 and 1672 
the Reverend John Wilkins, was much 
concerned with the possibility of ‘‘ making 
a ship wherein man may safely swim 
under the water.’’

Conant Senden ai a 
PSYCHOANALYSIS may be regarded as 
a species of experimental psychology 
or as a clinical technique. It is in the 
latter aspect that it has more interest for 
members of the medical profession and the 
general public, and in the former for the 
professional psychologist. Dr. Peck, who 
is an American, dwells mainly on the 
clinical side after he has expounded the 
main theoretical principles, giving us an 
interesting history of the subject. The 
patience with which Freud prosecuted his 
labours when subjected to the ridicule and 
hostility of the world is well told, and 
serves as a worthy object-lesson to all 
seekers after truth. The theoretical treat- 
ment includes the essentials, which are 
free from controversy, and two valuable 
case-histories are given. The author has 
done well to present so much valuable 
information in one compact volume.

THE scope of Professor fSchneider's 
& great work is so vast that it is 
nothing less than a comprehensive survey 
of the growth of mankind through all the 
phases ef civilisation. From the con- 
“sayy Neanderthal man of the early 
tone Age he follows the civilising in- 
fluences—Egyptian, Babylonian, Cretan, 
Judaic, Persian, Greek and Roman—tvo 
. the known man of the Middle Ages. In 
addition, he presents a supplement in 
which he traces the civilisation of the 
Indians and the Chinese, who ‘‘ chrono- 
logically and in their evolutionary level 
are most closely akin to the Greeks.’’ The 
learning displayed in these two magnifi- 
cent volumés is immense, but Professor 
Schneider writes so lucidly and simply, 
and Miss Margaret Green translates so 
well, that the average reader will be en- 
thralled. These two volumes, dealing 
with the civilisation of antiquity, make 
the first part only of the entire 
work, as planned. A later part will 
describe the modern European civilisations 
which were developed upon a basis of 
nationality ‘‘at the point where the 
Greeks and Romans had left them.” 
Proféssor Schneider believes that the 
idea, popularly entertained, that these 
ancient civilisations failed and were swept 
away is a misconception, and that the 
success of any particular form of civilisa- 
ton is not necessarily to be gauged from 
its permanence. ‘‘ We shall see,” he says, 
“how in certain achievements a cul- 
minating point has been reached, followed 
by exhaustion and petrifaction. Forms 
of cultural achievement, whether in great 
things or in small, come to flower and 
wither, as do peoples and individuals.’’ 
The greatest. turning point in the 
civilisation of man was the invention of 


the art of “writing, which occurred inde- 
pendently in Egvpt and Babylon in or 
about 2800 p.c. P.ofessor Schneider gives 
a summary of one of the first written 
works in the world’s history, written by 
Ptah-hetep, an Egyptian vizier, in 2500 
B.C. This book contains the writer’s 
views on education, which still have 
something of value in 1931 a.p. The 
Egyptian vizier desired ‘‘ the development 
of a loftier humanity through piety, ability 
to write, knowledge, and noble conduct 
towards all-comers,’’ an ideal which con- 
temporary education might acknowledge 
without shame.

Professor Thompson's book, which is an 
abridgment of his larger work on ‘‘ The 
Middle Ages,’’ covers the history of the 
world from 300 to 1500 a.p., and thus con- 
tinues the story from Professor Schneider's 
volumes. The American—he is Professor 
of Medizwval History in the University of 
Chicago—attempts nothing more in this 
volume than a text-book, but he has pro- 
duced a book that will be treasured by the 
ordinary reader. In less than 500 pages, 
excellently illustrated with a series of 
specially-drawn maps, he makes the period 
so vividly attractive that not even the least 
historically-inclined reader can fail to be 
fascinated by it. A tangled period is 
made beautifully clear, and for that Pro- 
fessor Thompson deserves the thanks of 
everyone who finds history ‘‘ dull.’’ 
These two works are beautifully printed 
and produced, and they may be recom- 


mended confidently to the attention of 
everyone interested in life.

| M RS. PATRICIA WENTWORTH'S new 


The fourteen stories in this book are all 
connected with the adventures of Jim 
Falkner, and tell of life on the ships that 
lied formerly on the great inland seas of 
North America. The title story gives a vivid 
description of the struggle for life of two 
survivors from a ship wrecked on an island 
near the shores of Northern Michigan, and 
how, dying of exhaustion themselves, they 
succeeded in preserving the life of a little 
boy who was picked up by a passing ship 
and brought to an orphanage on the Erie 
shore, where he was called James Falkner. 
There is a stern simplicity about these tales 
that brings the hardships endured by the 
dauntless sailors very clearly before our 
imagination. Some of them—‘‘ The Frozen 
Ship” and “Captain Kid of the Under- 
ground,” for example—are tragic in the 
extreme, and in others there is a strong vein 
of comedy, but all are written with a virility 
that grips the reader from beginning to end. 
Admirers of the late James Oliver Curwood’s 
tales of the Canadian wilderness will not 
fail to appreciate these narratives of the 
great lakes. 
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This is the third book that Miss de la 
Roche has written concerning the Whiteoak 
family and their Canadian home, ‘“‘ Jalna.’’ 

The first chapters tell of the coming of age 
of Finch Whiteoak, who has been left sole 
heir to his grandmother's fortune. It is a 
real pleasure to read of Jalna again and to 
meet the various members of the family, 
though the death of the fierce, dominating 
old “Gran ” leaves a great blank.

R. T. L. MURRAY has written an 
interesting introduction to the frag- 
ments of Amiel’s Journal, which here are 
collected and published in English for 
the first time. 

The dominant character of this Journal 
—perhaps, the most terrible of love 
stories—is Philine, the young widow, 
whom Amiel met in 1859 when she was 
twenty-six. She remained his friend for 
fifteen years. | 

““Individuality,” writes Mr. Murray 
in connection with Amiel, ‘‘is drowned 
in the sea of the infinite; by seeking to 
know too much he has become sure of 
He stands paralysed before the 
immense consequences, reverberating to 
eternity, of the lightest action; and this 
crushing of his ego by the universe Amiel 
profoundly resents. For he is a prince of 
egoists—al] ideas, all faiths are drawn 
to him as centre: his friends, even the 
mysterious ‘Philine’ of his solitary 
passion, figure in the Journal as mere 
suggestive symbols echoing back the 
queries and _ conjectures they — have 
srompted in him. Amiel is wholly 
receptive. He has nothing crude or arro- 
gant of his own to oppose to the impres- 
sions he notes. . . 

“Tt isthe wayvof intuition, of sympathy, 
of direct self-identification with the object, 
the way, in short, of poet and musician 
and religious mystic; it is not the way 
of the logician. ‘ Philine’ is especially 
illuminating from this point of view, 
because it was inevitably in his sex life, 
in that strophe of the human rhythm that 
burns most hotly with the first fires of 
creation that Amiel’s failure to master his 
destiny was most conspicuous.’’ 

With these words the summary of 
Amiel’s tragedy is pronounced. He saw 
the path clearly, but his feet had not the 
strength to tread upon it. 

‘“A woman needs to make happy the 
-one she surrounds with her affection, to 
give herself, devote herself, to expend 
herself entirely in her tenderness and 
love. She would like to be broken like 
the bread of life and poured in consola- 
tion, hope and energy into the veins of 
the being she protects, and so long as she 
has not been able to satisfy this profound 
need of her nature, she seeks, suffers and 
pines. . . .. It is the confession of 
his tragedy. The Journal is the revelation 
of a soul devastated by the most cruel of 
sufferings—that of indecision.

O much has been said about Lady 
Hamilton in recent times that her 
celebrated lover has almost been obscured, 
and the victor of Trafalgar appears merely 
as the tertium quid in an ancient scandal. 
Mr. Wilkinson does away with all that. 
To him Nelson is a zealous and capable 
naval officer, a fragile, but dauntless, little 
man, a born leader, and, what was only too 
rare in those days, a humane and con- 
siderate commander. It is Nelson the man 
whom we have here. His private life, 
mannerisms, and eccentricities of dress are 
all worked into the picture; and. though 
we perforce must put up with Lady 
Hamilton, she is kept to her place. 
A very fair picture emerges of 
Navy in those days, and there 
numerous excellent descriptions of engage- 
ments and battles, both from the author’s 
pen and from other writers. The illus- 
trations are good, and some of them are 
new to the public—notably, the Keymer 
portrait and Gillray’s malignant carica- 
tures. There is nothing new or wonderful 
in what Mr. Wilkinson has to say, but he 
has contrived to depict a very gallant 
gentleman, and vet to tell some un- 
pleasant truths about him without either 
over-stressing or any attempt at white- 
wash. Mr. Wilkinson is old-fashioned 
enongh to be a hero-worshipper, and his 
book is the better for it.

Lambay Island. | 


I notice that Lord Revelstoke has 
recently celebrated his sixty-eighth birth- 
day. His connection with one of the great 
banking houses of England is a matter of 
common knowledge, but I doubt if many 
Dubliners know that he is also the owner 
of Lambay Island, which he purchased 
when still the Hon. Cecil Baring. The 
island is known to all Dubliners, but very 
few of them have ever set foot on it; for 
nowadays permission must be sought from 
the owner’s steward before one can land. 
Lambay has an interesting history, and 
the castle built on it, the residence of 
the Baring family, represents one of the 
many architectural feats of Sir Kdwin 
Lutyens. He it was who recon- 
structed the castle in 1908 for the 
present owner, but he did it in such 
a way that the old features remain, and 
the new buildings harmonise with the 
whole. There is a large herd of deer on 
the island—fallow deer, which were intro- 
duced by the previous owner, and moufilon 
and chamois, introduced by the Barings; 
and at this time of year it is a pretty 
sight to see them strolling through the 
bracken. The island was at one time 
used as an internment camp. During the 
Williamite wars some thousand Irish 
soldiers of James II. were interned on 
it, and it is believed that a number of 
skeletons which were found in the year 
1881 were those of internees who had died 
there. Another interesting thing about 
Lambay is the fact that there were once 
copper and silver mines worked there. 
That was in Elizabethan times, and, un- 
fortunately,. they were worked out in a 
very short time.

man’s feelings is to interrupt him in a 

discourse on the charms of his native 
county with the casual remark: “ But what 
about Killarney?” Every man in Sligo is 
born with a Killarney complex. 

Since Moore first made Killarney’s reputa- 
tion with a song, Sligo has been drawing 
comparisons between Killarney’s beauties and 
its own. I may have my own opinions on the 
rival merits, but as an outsider it would ill 
become me to interfere in what is, after all, 
a private dispute between the Kerrymen and 
the men of Sligo. Let it suffice to say that 
around Sligo there are azure lakes, green- 
fringed, and lying cupped between bold 
wooded mountains, which, for sheer peaceful 
beauty, must be peerless. 

Lough Guill lies just outside of Sligo town. 
I first saw it as I cycled round the road that 
encircles its rim: a pleasant road that winds 
and undulates, passing sometimes under a 
canopy of trees, Béal which the sun prints 
a cheguered pattern on the ground, and then 
bursting into the open to give a sudden view 
of intensely blue water or rocky mountain 
ledges, before it brings you down close to 
the water’s edge and into Dromohair, an 
English-looking village of two-storey cottages, 
which stands at the head of the lake, in Co. 
Leitrim. 

Coming back along the other side of .the 
lake, | ran along steep and devious lanes, 
with harvesters in the fields beside them 
gathering the last of the season’s hay; then 
over a high road, and on until I came to a 
mysterious turning that looked as if it might 
lead anywhere, but probably led nowhere. 
I decided to chance it, and by good luck 
encountered one of the most impressive sights 
I had seen for a long time. 

In a little sylvan glade, outside of which 
stood a Calvary, I found an open-air altar, 
with candles flickering beside it, two people 
knelt in prayer before it, and a bare-footed 
peasant woman doing the stations of the cross 
over the stony ground. A shrine was built 
into the face of the earthern cliff, which rose 
at the back of the clearing, and down below 
a woman was dipping water with a tin mug 
out of a stone well. from which a spring 
gushed out, cold and crystal clear.

THE HOLY WELL. 


This was the Holy Well of Tobernalt, where 
the altar was built, I learned, as a secluded 
place of worship during the Catholics’ penal 
days, but is still much frequented. Faith 
cures are also said to have taken place there. 
On a bush I noticed numerous small frag- 
ments of cloth tied to the branches, and was 
told that it is the custom for pilgrims to tear 
a piece from their clothing and leave there 
as a tribute. 

The proper way to see Lough Gill, how- 
ever, is not by road, but by boat, and boats 
are surprisingly cheap at Sligo. If you are 
an angler, the advice will be unnecessary, for 
you will have already decided to spend the 
whole of your days trolling for the salmon 
which swarm in these waters. 

The way up to Lough Gill is over a short, 
broad river, which narrows abruptly as it 
passes a magnificent wooded demesne, and 
then leads into the blue lake, which is girded 
with a circular wall of green hills and dotted 
with innumerable green islands, looking like 
still, floating forests. ‘There is occupation 
for a day in visiting these islands. 

Because Yeats has put it into a poem, one 
looks first for Inishfree—-and is disappointed. 
It is a small and insignificant plot. Interest 
attaches to Church Island, however, upon 
whose forty acres of soil there stands the 
rnin of an historic church, and Cottage Island 
has another similar structure. 


GLENCAR. 


Very different to Lough Gill is Glencar 
Lake, lying in a valley, with the Glencar

in boats here, for the road runs by the shore, 
and there are no romantic islands to visit. 
Indeed, most of the charm of this spot is to 
be found ashore, where the great trees cluster 
thick on the mountain slopes, and through 
them one can hear the musical babble of un- 
seen waters rushing over precipices and 
bubbling through clefts of rock. And you 
may see a sight that will make you rub your 
eyes when, through a break in the trees, you 
glimpse the famous Glencar Waterfall, which 
is known in the Gaelic as Sruth an at anard— 
“the stream against the height.’’ 

When I saw the Glencar Fall, it was 
tumbling in a foamy torrent over a few steps 
of rock high overhead, and then dropping to 
the ground in a thin, white, filmy veil. But 
when the wind blows hard against the face of 
the rock it will catch this gossamer sheet of 
water, and fling it upwards, so that, instead 
of a column of spray ‘descending to the 
ground, the spectator will behold a similar 
column of spray ascending to the sky. 

Another of the show places which adorn 
Glencar’s banks is the Alpine valley, a long 
defile, where the steep slopes, with their ter- 
raced trees, are reminiscnt of Switzerland. 

One is reminded among these lakeside 
lories that this is the country which gave 
reland its most outstanding artistic family 
of the present century. It is interesting to 
speculate on what difference it would have 
made to Irish culture if Yeats pére and me 
had emigrated from the beauties of Sligo to 
bring up their family in Dublin!

SHIFTING A RIVER.

In order to give the river a direct north- 
ward course into the Moray Firth, an effort 
is to be made to move the outlet of the 
Spey nearly a mile eastward from its present 
mouth at Kingston. 

Garmouth workmen have begun the task 
of diverting the river, and, if the attempt 
succeeds, a new mouth will be cut through 
the shingle banks. It is hoped in this way 
both to improve the salmon-fishing and to 
reduce the flooding from which the district 
has suffered in recent winters. 

When first proposed two years ago, the 
scheme was not considered feasible or likely 


to be permanent. 


From OUR Specrat CORRESPONDENT. 
BELFAST, Thursday. 


HE debate in the Northern House of 
Commons in connection with the 
Economy Bill was very much on the lines 
anticipated. The Government insisted 
upon following the British measure in 
every respect, while the Opposition con- 
tended that there was no need to sacrifice 
the most helpless section of the community 
—the unemployed—to bring the country 
back to prosperity. 

The fact that Ulster is dependent upon 
Great Britain for financial assistance 
dominates the situation, and to get out of 
step in the administration of the “ dole,’’ 
and keep it higher than the British level, 
would mean that the Northern Govern- 
ment would have to find the extra money 
out of its own resources. It is, therefore, 
essential that legislation in this respect at 
Westminster should be carefully copied by 
the Ulster authorities. 

One of the chief objections by the Labour 
organisations and trade union societies to 
the measure is that Boards of Guardians 
are to be constituted referees to inquire 
into the “ needs’’ of the unemployed 
during the transitional period, and fix the 
amounts to be granted—much in the same 
way as in the allocation of outdoor relief— 
and their decision is to be final. 

The two-fold argument against this 
arrangement is that in cases of hardship 
the responsibility will be transferred from 
the Ministry of Labour to the Guardians, 
while it is also calculated to bring the 
stigma of pauperism upon bona-fide 
applicants for insurance benefit. 


THE CITY BEAUTIFUL. 


As was foreshadowed in this column 
some time ago, the Belfast Corporation, 
in co-operation with the local Board of 
Guardians, has decided to undertake an 
extensive scheme of street improvement, 
which will provide work for over five 
hundred men during the next six months. 
These works will cost about £400,000, and 
the Government has just intimated its 
sanction to the proposals as measures for 
the relief of the unemployed. A well- 
considered plan has been prepared with 
the object of bringing various districts of 
the city up to the standard of modern re- 
quirements, while the social conditions of 
the working-classes will also be improved. 

In the carrying out of these important 
projects the ideals advocated in the Town- 
Planning Act are being kept in mind, and 
the present venture is but another stage 
in the beautifying of the city and making 
it worthy as the capital of Northern 
Ireland. In this connection the Corpora- 
tion has also in view the clearing away of 
the slum areas, and replacing them with 
cheap dwellings for the poorest class in 
the community. 


PRIME MINISTER’S APPEAL. 


Another appeal to support home 
manufactured goods has been made by 
Lord Craigavon, who points out that this 
is one of the surest methods of restoring 
prosperity to Ulster. It is imperative, he 
says, that we make a definite effort to get 
back into work as many as possible of the 
great army of our unemployed by using 
the products they are so capable of turning 
out in our factories and workshops.

This is good advice, and, if followed, it 


would improve the industrial conditions of 
the province. Hundreds of tons of food- 
stuffs are imporved regularly into the six 
counties which could easily be supplied 
locally ; but both buyers and sellers seem 
to be indifferent regarding the source of 
supplies so long as they are cheap and 
good. . 


THE STAFFS AT STORMONT. 


Although a long time must elapse 
before the new parliamentary buildings at 
Stormont are ready to be occupied by our 
legislators, quite an army of civil servants 
are regularly performing their duties 
there.

A Descendant 
of the Aurochs. 


GHE WILD CATTLE 
OF CAILLINGHAM, 
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By A CORRESPONDENT. 

HE recent decision of the Ear] of Tanker 
fe ville to destroy or disperse the famous 

herd of wild cattle at Chillingham 
Castle will come as a shock to all naturalists. 
These cattle are the nearest living represen- 
tatives of the Aurochs, or extinct giant wild 
cattle of the European forests, and their 
destruction would’ constitute almost a 
national calamity. Together with the 
Cadzow, Lyme, and Somerford herds, they 
are the small remnant of the once numerous 
British Park Cattle, which in turn 
descendants of breeds domesticated by 
Romans, and evolved by them from 
Aurochs at a very early date indeed. 
cording to the ancient chronicler, Fitz 
Stephen, herds of wild cattle were common 
in the forests around London, and it is from 
these that our present wild cattle are derived. 
When the various parks were formed certain 
of these animals became enclosed, either by 
accident or design, and the breeds were main- 
tained with more or less purity by the 
owners. 

History. is full of references to the wild 
white cattle. Matthew Paris, in his '' Lives 
of the Abbots of St. Albans,’ writes of the 
woods of Ciltria, or the Chilterns, which 
contained tauri sylvestres, or fovest bulls. 
Hector Boece, in the ' Scotorum Historiae, ~ 
mentions pure white bulls, with manes like 
lions, that dwelt in the vast Caledonian 
Forest. In the Forest Laws of Canute they 
are reckoned among the “‘ divers other wilde 
beasts, which, although they do live and 
remaine within the bounds and limits of the 
forest, and are subject to the charge and 
burthen of the Regarders of the Forest, yet 
they cannot be accounted or taken to be ol 
the Forest . . . such are wilde horses, Bugalls, 
wilde kine, and such like.” At one time 
there were many different lierds, each with 
its distinguishing marks, produced by long 
centuries of selection and _ isolation. But 
disease, the breaking up of the large estates, 
and other causes have exterminated nearly 
them all, and only the four herds enumerated 


above remain. 


RELIQUES. : 

When pure bred the cattle 'are white, with 
the exception of the ears and muzzle, and 
sometimes the fronts of the legs, which may 
be red or white. The animals, though small, 
are beautifully formed; the horns are white, 
with black tips. Some of the principal herds 
that existed formerly were the hornless cattle, 
with black ears and muzzle, that inhabited 
the park of Ardrossan Castle in Ayrshire ; 
those of Auchencruive, in the same county ; 
of Barnard Castle and of Bishop Auckland, 
both in Durham; of Blair Athol, of Burton 
Constable, in Yorkshire; of Cally, in Kirkud- 
brightshire, and about a dozen others. All 
were white, and obviously descendants of the 
semi-wild cattle that roamed the country 
during and after the Roman occupation. 

The tine Chartley herd has only been ex- 
tinct about twenty-five years. It seems a 
pity that a determined attempt is not made 
to preserve such interesting animals, which 
are an ornament to any park. The great 
drawback to the wild cattle seems to be their 
uncertain temper. When they are loose in 
any rk or enclosure, the rightful owners 
would have little opportunity of enjoying a 
ramble through their domains. 

The description of 
herd by Sir William Brereton 
able to the wild cattle as a whole. He 
writes :-—‘‘ There are about twenty beasts 
all white; will not endure your approach, 
Lut if they be enraged or distressed very 
violent and furious. Those who know 
their Scott will recollect how it was that 
Lucy Ashton made the acquaintance of the 
Master of Ravenswood. During a walk with 
her father, they were attacked by one of the 
fierce wild cattle, and but for the address 
and aim of the master, they would have been 
gored to death. Harrison Ainsworth makes 
mention of the wild cattle of Hoghton in 
“The Lancashire Witches.’’ These animals 
originally came from Bowland Forest. Since 
Ainsworth was a noted antiquarian, his de- 
scription is worth quoting :—‘* White and 
spangled in colour, with short, sharp horns, 
fine eyes, and small, shapely limbs, these 
animals were of untameable fierceness, 
possessed of great cunning, and ever ready 
to assault anyone who approached them. 
They would often attack a solitary indivi. 
dual, gore him, and trample him to death. 


THE CHILLINGHAM BREED. 


Storer’s monograph on “' The Wild White 
Cattle of Great Britain’’ contains a very 
good account of his own white cattle at 
Chillingham, by the grandfather of the pre 
sent Lord Tankerville, who writes :'—'' They 
have, in the first place, pre-eminently all the 
characteristics of wild animals, with some 
peculiarities that are sometimes very curious 
und amusing. They hide their young, and 
feed in the night, basking or sleeping during 
the day. They are fierce when pressed, 
but, generally speaking, very  timorous, 
moving off on the appearance of anyone, even 
at a great distance; yet this varies very much 
in different seasons of the year, and accord- 
ing to the manner in which they are 
approached. In summer I have been for 
several weeks at a time without getting a 
sight of them, they on the slightest appear- 
ance of anyone retiring into a wood which 
serves them as a sanctuary. On the other 
hand, in winter, when coming down for food 
into the inner park, and being in constant 
contact with people, they will let you almost 
come among them, particularly if on horse- 
back. But then they have also a thousand 
peculiarities; they will be sometimes feeding 
quietly when, il anyone appears suddenly 
near them, they will be struck with a 
sudden panic, and gallop off, running one 
over the other, and never stopping till they 
get into their sanctuary. It is observable 
of them, as of red deer, that they have 
a peculiar faculty of taking advantage 
of the irregularities of the ground, so that 
on being aisturbed they mav traverse ie 
whole park, and yet you hardly get a sight 
of them. In form they are beautifull 
shaped. They have short legs, straight bac 
horns of a very fine-texture, thin skin, so 
that some of the bulls appear of a cream 
colour; and they have a peculiar cry, more 
like that of a wild beast than that of ordi- 
nary cattle.’’ 

There were several accidents in 
ery from these cattle, and on one occasion 

rd Tankerville had his horse killed under 
him. Luckily, the poor beast was able to 
carry its master out of danger before it 
dropped dead. 

It is sad to think that these handsome 
creatures are to be destroyed. I trust that,

HER IMPRESSIONS OF 
IRELAND.

RS. COTTINGTON TAYLOR, Director 
M of the Good Housekeeping Institute, 

has arrived in Dublin. She visited 
Findlater’s basement yesterday afternoon, 
and she replied to numerous questions asked 
hy people who had attended the afternoon 
lecture. 

Later on I had an interview with Mrs. 
Taylor, in which she gave me an outline 
of her career from her student days. 

Sh explainei that the magazine (rool 
Housekerping is identified with all the re 
search and test experiments made by the 
Good - Housekeeping Institute, and it has 
Leen since . the beginning. ‘¢ 
remember.’’ she said, “ when the magazine 
first started. All we had then was one 
small kitchen for testing recipes. I was 
in touch with the movement from the time 
the first number of the magazine came ont. 
Indeed, it was in this first number that | 
saw one of the main opportunities of my 
iife.”’ 

From the time Mrs. Cottington Taylor 
lef: school she was interested in science and 
chemistry, and also in the domestic applica- 
tion of these sciences. She attended the

I stayed till the end 
of the war, when I helped to get the girls 
peace-time occupations.

“When I saw the first number of 
Good Housekeeping I sent in an article.

When I returned we moved to 
larger premises, and the Institute was started 
in 49 Wellington street, Strand, London. 
- “Since 1927 we have heen taking training 
students. They may attend the Institute for 
any period, varying from half a daytoa vear. 
We do not care to have large numbers, as 
they could not get individual attention. We 
trv to cater for a dozen. They may take the 
courses in anv way they like, and specialise 
in one branch exclusively if they do not wish 
to undertake several courses. They may, for 
instance, attend classes and lectures on cake- 
making only. 

‘*[ became acquainted with a gocd many 
Irish girts it. London who joined these 
classes. This is my first visit to Ireland, 
and my great impression is the friendliness 
of everyone ance their desire to help you. 
I do not mean with regard to cooking only,’ 
Mrs. ‘Taylor added quickly, “TI mean 
literally everyone—even the people in the 
street of whora one asks the way.’’ 

“ What are your views on [Irish household 
arrangemerts and cooking?” I asked Mrs. 
Taylor 

“I have liad ne opportunities at all of judging 
these,”’ she replied, ‘‘as I was not in any 
private houses. But there is no doubt that 
there are -nany facilities here now fo“ caw 
ing, etc., that have not been easily obtaine:l 
im the wast. { visited one firm that stocked 
-toves and rages of difterent kinds, and a 


larger or more varied assortment could not 


be had anywhere. Practically all the equin 
ment now obtainable in England is also 
obtainable here, and very new models cout!d 
be delivered in a few days.”’ 

“What opinion did you form of the 
attendance of tie lectures in Findlater’s base 
ment *’’ 

“I was very: much struck by the numbers 
that had come there and also by the keen 
questions that are being asked. This shows 
that rumbers of Jrish housewives are anxious 
to obtain the Iatest information about fool 
values. aud learn the most modern methods 
of cooking. Í also formed an estimate before 
lt came of the enthusiasm of Irish women 
in these matter:, as large numbers of letters 
come to me regularly te Good Housekeeping 
Institute from Ireland.’’ 

Mrs. Taylor is remaining in Ireland for 
four days. She intends to spend part of her 
time touring {¢ country districts near Dublin 
and piaying golf She has written two books, 
‘The Menu and Recipe Book’ and ‘‘ The 
A B C.ot Cookery.”’

CONDITIONS OF SUCCESS. 

The extent of country which can be covered 
by a vermin club is necessarily a matter of 
local geography, the preponderance of vermin. 
and the number of people to whose interest 
it as that the latter shall exterminated. 
In the Scottish scheme one club embraced a 
whole county, but the hichlands differ from 
other parts of the British Isles in that the 
sporting rights are vested in comparativels 
few landowners, manv of whom own vast 
tracts of moor and forest. Therefore. that 
such a scheme is applicable in its entirety to 
Ireland. I do not presume to arcue. But a 
fact which merits a good deal of consideration 
is that the success of the Scottish experiment 
was partially due to its support bv the 
fariners, wno onlv stood to gain by the better 
protection of their crops. but whose interest 
in the value of the sporting richts was nil. 

In any country where the farmers are also 
proprietors. however, the value of sporting 
rights is of considerable importance to them. 
In recent vears the Enzlish farmers have 
recognised this fact. The sale and breaking 
up of so many large estates has resulted in 
a marked increase in the number of emalle: 
farmers who own their land, and all snch 
as encourage the presence of game on their 
properties can, within reason, obtain what 
they tike to ask for the sporting rights 
Typical of many. two cases which |. 
within my personal knowledge last vear. mav 
serve to illustrate this point. Two farmers, 
ewning 60 acres and 240 acres respectively. 
while incurring no expense in the way of 
active preservation, were notoriously ener 
. In suppressing vermin and keeping a 
fair stock of wild birds on their properties. 
Within a week of offering their shootings 
the. former was snapped up at £14 and the 
latter at £60 for the season. the owners. 
of course, retaining their rights under the 
Act. In these difficult times 
for agriculture. such an addition the 
tumily exchequer is not to be disregarded. 

In proportion to the acreage. there are 
rrobably many more owner-farmers in the 
Free State to-day than in England. so that 
under any national scheme for the hetter- 
ment of shootings, they will be among the 
first to benefit. It seems, therefore. that if 
seme such organisation as built up by 
private enterprise in the Highlands were 
modified to suit Trish conditions. and to 
command the voluntary and energetic 
backing of the farmers, it could be run at 
a minimum of cost to the State. And in

Pound and Dollar. 


Two nations, the United States and 
France, hold the bulk of the world’s gold 
reserves, and the United States is begin- 
ning to suffer the disadvantages of this 
dubious honour. Actually American indus- 
tries have been handicapped for some 
time through the shipments of gold to 
their country, and in 1929 a collapse of 
the stock markets in Wal! street furnished 
a warning. France, for two reasons, has 
been able to postpone hitherto the conse- 
quences of her apparently rich, but ques- 
tionable, condition. Five years ago she 
deflated her franc, thus purging herself of 
her external and internal debts, and she has 
not attempted generally the high standard 
of living which is usual in the United 
States. The American dollar, on the 
other hand, never has known an absence 
of demand, and American citizens, accus- 
tomed to hire-purchase and spacious ways 
of living, based their economic 
concepts upon the maintenance of wages 
at a high In 1929 President 
Hoover announced to willing ears that 
the nation’s prosperity depended upon its 
adherence to this standard. The large 
firms were invited to abate nothing of 
their production and to guard against any 
diminution of the purchasing power of 
their employés. Business men in the 
United States hearkened to the exhorta- 
tions of their President, and the top-heavy 
structure lumbered on towards a greater 
fall. Britain’s artificial maintenance of 
her pound, and the flow of gold in pay- 
ment of war debts, postponed the day of 
reckoning.

The Far East. 


The events of the last few days in 
Manchuria are wrapped in a certain 
obscurity. Reports from China on 
Wednesday indicated that matters had 
taken a sinister turn, and the Chinese 
delegation to the League of Nations at 
Geneva was informed that the Japanese 
Army had occupied Harbin; that the 
town of Kirin, some way to the south, 
was in flames, and that a Chinese regi- 
ment had been exterminated. This 
startling intelligence, however, was con- 
tradicted yesterday by the Japanese 
Government. The statement issued from 
Tokyo invests Japan’s part in the troubles 
with a halo of the purest benevolence. 
Her intervention in Manchuria, it seems, 
was designed merely to guarantee the 
security of peaceful enterprises and to 
protect ber investments; and by the 
constant thwarting of Japan’s attempts 
to promote friendship China has only 
herself to blame for the Japanese occupa- 
tion of certain important points. Now 
the Japanese troops have withdrawn to the 
railway zone, with the exception of a few 
small detachments who remain in Kirin 
and Mukden to prevent civil disorder. 
Together with this harmonious recital of 
Japanese intentions come reports from 
China which strike a regrettably dis- 
cordant note. A third protest has been 
despatched to Tokyo from the Nanking 
Government, in which it is stated that 
Japanese troops, in flagrant violation of 
international law, have indulged, and 
continue to indulge, in wanton destruction 
of life and property. At a mass meeting 
this week 100,000 Chinese demanded 
immediate mobilisation, and speakers 
credited their countrymen with the desire 
to perish in arms rather than to surrender 
a single inch of Manchuria to foreign 
aggression. These events do not lead us 
to suppose that the Japanese statement of 
yesterday received a cordial hearing when 
it reached Nanking; and Japanese resi- 
dents in the city have taken steps to 
protect themselves from the possible wrath 
to come by a hasty removal to Shanghai, 
where the colony of 
Hangchow already has arrived. In the 
meantime the League of Nations considers 
the matter behind closed doors at Geneva. 
Negotiations for a settlement have been 
rendered more delicate by a suspicion that 
the Soviet Government is not prepared 
to remain a disinterested spectator of 
the disorders in Manchuria. The Chinese 
Eastern Railway is operated jointly by 
China and Russia, and the encroachment 
of Japanese troops upon the at 
Changchun is regarded as a violation of 
Soviet sovereignty. The reported presence 
on the Manchurian frontier of some of the 
principal Soviet officers lends colour to 
the suggestion that an involved state of

Foreign travel is being stripped of its 
glamour by the depreciated pound, and 


the last few days have witnessed a British 


exodus from the Mediterranean health 
resorts. To-day, at Paris, Nice and 
Monte Carlo, the pound purchases fewer 
francs than it purchased a week ago. 
Many tourists actually have been 
‘‘ stranded ' because over-cautious hotel- 
proprietors have refused to accept their 
English money. Not only the cost of living 
at such places, but the cost of access to 
them, is being increased ; for the English 
railway companies announce additions in 
fares from London to the Continent. The 
Southern Railway Company has increased 
the price of its fifteen-@ay tickets to Paris 
from 39s. 10d. to 49s.; the London, Mid- 
land and Scottish Company's first-class 
return fare to the same city is increased 
from £4 16s. 10d. to £5 5s. 6d.; and in 
similar fashion the cost of travel to all 
the chief towns of France, Germany and 
Switzerland is raised. Henceforward 
English people, confronted with. higher 
taxation and with the depreciated pound, 
will have strong inducements to spend 
their holidays at home; and, as it is an ill 
wind that blows good to nobody, the 
British tourist industry may expect large 
benefits. There is ample room for such 
improvement, since English apathy has 
permitted foreign countries to enjoy a 
virtual monopoly of the _ gains of 
‘“tourism.’’ France estimates her revenue 
from tourists at no less than £100,000,000 
in a normal year; but next year, at least, 
a considerable part of this great sum will 
be diverted to the British Islands. We 
hope that a good share of that part will 
find its way to Ireland, which now offers 
special attractions to the English holiday- 
maker. As between England and Ireland, 
the pound remains a pound; the journey 
is short, and the cost of travel is not in- 
creased. Next summer, if our tourist 
agencies begin now to be active in 
advertisement, hundreds of English 
families ought to be introduced to the 
charms of Wicklow, Kerry and Donegal. 
Now, too, is the psychological moment for 
a blazoning of Ireland’s claims upon the 
British sporteman—her excellent and 
cheap hunting, fishing and shooting. 
“ First-class sport for reduced incomes ” 
would be a powerful “' slogan.”’ 


Book- Making. 


after the invention of the alphabet, the 
art of printing represents the longest step 
in human progress. The exhibition, 
opened in London this week by the 
Cambridge University Press, portrays in 
miniature the increasing part played by 
the printed word in the world’s affairs. 
Its exhibits cover the progress of the art 
from the first volume of 1521—Bullock’s 
oration in honour of Cardinal Wolsey, 
one of the four surviving copies of 
which is in the Library of Trinity College, 
Dublin—to the formidable co-operative 
works that appear in parts from time to 
time. For four hundred years 
bridge University has been empowered 
by royal charter to print all manner 
of books, and its exhibition includes 
such treasures as Milton’s “ Lycidas,”’ 
with notes in the poet’s own hand, and the 
Principia of Newton. The standard ut 
English printing, almost from the earliest 
times of the art, has been the highest in 
the world, and this exhibition by a great 
press makes a goodly fellowship of books. 
Yet the reputation of the University 
Press depends less upon the publication of 
secular works than upon its connection 
with the Bible. The right to print what 
remains the world’s most widely read book 
is confined, in England, to three presses, 
and its production at Cambridge supplies a 
stimulus to fine craftsmanship. The art of

NOT MUCH HOPE OF 

BENEFIT. 

That Irish farmers will not benefit bv 
the departure from the gold standard un- 
less the pound remains depreciated for a 
considerable time is the opinion of Senator 
Butler, Dresident of the Irish Farmers’ 
Union. 

‘I do not think there is any hope of 
au immediate rise in the price of cattle, ' 
he said to an Irish Times reporter yester- 
day, ' because there is such a plentiful 
supply. This, of course, is the time 2f 
vear when the supply is greatest. At 
' present we are suffering from the lack of 
demand in England, but if industry im- 
proves over there, as it is expected to. 
we shal! get better prices. 

‘On the other hand, I do not think 
that the prices of foreign cereals in this 
country, which are so low now, are likelv 
to be increared. The position with regard 
to these is the same as it is with our 
cattle. There is a very great supply: and 
it will be sold at whatever prices it will 
fetch. 

‘“In order to affect agriculture here, 
the pound will have .o fall much lower 
than it is now, or else it will have to 
continue depressed for some months. In 
that event farmers might get the advan- 
tage.’’

WAR DEBTS. 

Mr. Arthur Neal, President of e 
Sheffield Chamber, said that one of che 
great causes of world trade disturbance 
was the question of War debts and repara- 
tions, '' Is it not infinitely more impor- 
tant than splitting the National Govern- 
ment, and having a general election. that 
we should cry out for the removal of the 
disturbing factors of War debts and re- 
parations, which inevitably cause disturb- 
ance in the ordinary flow of purchase and 
sale of goods? ” he asked. “The true 
policy for the moment,” he added. “is to 
let this Government proceed with the task 
it has undertaken.”’ 

Sir Edward Iliffe, replying to the dis- 
cussion, said that what they really needed 
was to have a National Government for 
five years, with a mafdate. 

The resolution was forwarded to the 
Prime Minister, Mr. Baldwin and Sir 
Herbert Samuel. 

Resolutions were also carried. urging 
that co-operative societies should be 
treated in regard to taxation exactly as 
limited liability companies, deploring the 
depression in agriculture. and requesting 
the Government to convene a meeting of 
representatiyes of industry and agricul- 
ture, with a view to the formation of an 
Arable and Dairy Council; and declaring 
that railway charges were too high and 
constituted a serious handicap to trade, 
and that there should be a marked modi- 
fication in the operative costs of the com- 
panies, especially those in relation to the 
condition of service and rates of pay. 

A telegram wishing success to the con- 
ference was received from the King.

The complaint of the Irish Wholesale 
Clothing and Cap Manufacturers' Associa- 
tion, that the importation of extra- 
ordinarily cheap ¢lothing into the Free 
State would cause thousands of home 
workers to be unemployed, awakened some 
fear that heavy dumping was happening 
at Free State ports. 

From inquiries made yesterday, dumping 
does appear to be occurring at the Port of 
Dubli'. Goods at below cost, as wholesale 
prices of Free State manufactured goods

being sold to wholesale people in Dublin. 
{ heard of one case where an English com- 
mercial traveller is offering men’s pull- 
overs at less than a shilling each. These 
goods are not being dumped. They are 
supplied to orders given to commercial 
travellers and other agents of the manu- 
facturers. Despite the tariff on boots and 
shoes, Czecho-Slovakian footwear cannot 
be kept out, but in no sense is it being 
dumped here.

“As regards the 4,000 reinforcements 
which were sent to Manchuria’ from 
Korea, they were censidered necessary lest 
the Japanese forces should be overwhelmed 
by vastly superior numbers, and did not 
exceed the number allowed by Treaty 
rights.” 

After explaining that it was necessary 
to secure Kirin temporarily for the pur- 
pose of providing against an attack on the 
South Manchuria line, the statement de- 
nies that Japanese troops were despatched 
northward of Changchun ,and concludes 
by expressing the earnest desire that the 
present difficulties may soon be settled, 
and that closer and more friendly rela- 
tions between China and Japan may de- 
velop. ;

Continuing, Sir Joseph said —” You can- |

One thing, however, can be said, that the 
demand we have had in Cambridge “for 
workers trained in research has, until this 
vear of acute and long-continued depression, 
exceeded the supply, and although it is pos- 
sible to have over-production in_ research 
workers we do not at present seem to have 
reached that stage for normal times.” 


COMPLICATED MACHINE. 


Sir Charles Grant. Rebertson, in has 
centenary survey of educational development, 
which formed his presidential address to 
the Education Science Section, likened 
education to a vast and complicated adminis- 
trative machine, spread like the _ electric 
grid over the whole country, and co-ord.- 
nated by a State Department of Education, 
as remarkable for its executive comprehen- 
siveness as for its intellectual timidity, 
which,, after all, was the characteristic of 
all bureaucratic organisations. 

‘The President of the Board of Educa- 
tion,” he said, ‘‘is a member of a party 
Cabinet, with the inevitable political bias 
that his membership in his party involves, 
and dependent for the tenure of his office on 
the fate of his party.” 

Forecasting the future, Sir Charles said 
that the science of psychology was obviously 
in its infancy, but he could see no sound 
educational results coming from applications 
from the abnormal to the normal. 

“Tf we can once really establish what 
evervone, from Aristotle to the present Board 
of Education, has assumed—that children 
and adolescents and adults, in varving cate- 
gories and at different age-levels, have defi- 
nite limits of  educability, and that 
it is waste of time, effort and money 
to treat one category as if it were 
another, the doctrine of equality of oppor- 
tunity will come to be regarded as a devastat- 
ing superstition, and the grading of the 
categories on the educational ladder will be 
the beginning of an _ unparalle'ed social 
revoiution. 


PSYCHOLOGY’S FIELD. 


“Secondly, human activities, professional 
or otherwise, will have to be regarded, 
socially and economically, in proportion to 
the degree of trained intelligence and re- 
vealed aptitude that they require for their 
discharge. It is here that social and in- 
dustrial psychology will find its true field. 


“ Girls no longer feel it their duty to choose 


a particular career in order to emphasise a 
claim to equality of rights, or to extirpate 
traditional social taboos. 

“It mast be the privilege of education to 
stimulate this marked tendency, and thereby 
to reduce a stupid competition of the sexes

SOCIAL REVOLUTION. 


‘To-day a social revolation, iargejy due 
to the educational progress of tie last 
hundred years, is steadily re-graaing and re- 
shaping the whole Commonwealth that we 
call the British Empire. But the aid that 
our educational.system, can increasingly give 
lo this complicated social and ‘economic 
transiofmation is being Jimited. béeause we 
have reínsed to solve the fandamental problem 
of religqieure mestroction, and-to atiorate to 


institutional religion its harmenious place in | 


the task of training for life. 

‘Until we have done taat, to matter how 
scientifieally planned may be our educational 
machmery or how loyally tt may be worked.

NATURAL SCIENCE. 


The confused and illogical nomenclature of | 


natural scieper, was an éxplanation of the 
decline of the educational status of geology 
given by Professor J. W. Gregory, in his 
presidential address to the geology section. 

“The progress of geology,’ said. Professor 
Gregory, ‘tn most branches of its work con 
trasts with the decline in its educational 
status. The decline m the educational use of 
geology is the more remarkable since it has 
continned to lose many promising workers by 
their absorption in administration. The value 
of geology as general training in affairs is 
widely recognised in practice, and is doubt- 
less due to the insight gained by research on 
problems as varied and complex as those of 
daily life.” 


ANTHROPOLOGY. 


Anthropology is concerned with the study 
of the cultures of various races, and Pro 
fessor A. R. Radcliffe-Brewn, in his presi- 
dential address to the Section of Anthropology 
said that the meanings of culture could not 
be discovered by asking the people -them- 
selves what it means. 

‘People do not think about the meanings 
of things in their own culture,” he said: 
“they take them for granted. Unless we 
are anthropologists, we do not think about 
the meaning of even such. familiar customs 
among ourselves as shaking hands or raising 
the hat. 

“ Meanwhile, there is one fact that seems 
to me at times to make the position of our 
science almost tragic. Now that by gradual 


of methods of investigation we are in a posi- 
tion to make the mest important contributions 
to the science of man by the intensive and 
exact study of the less developed cultures 
of the world, those cultures are being 
destroyed with appalling rapidity. This pro- 


céss of destruction, through the combined 
action of European trade or economic ex- 
ploitation, government by European officials, 
and missionary activity. is taking place with 
accelerated pace. Tribes in Australia and 
Melanesia and in North America, from which 
we could have obtained most valuable infor- 
mation a quarter of a century ago, will now 
afford us little or, in many instances, nothing. 
In another quarter of a century the position 
will be ever so much worse.

Continental countries has afforded Ire- 
land an opportunity to become more 
widely known as a holiday resort. 

Railway rates and ho.el charges on the 
Continent have been imereased to a point 
where they become unreasonabie. This un- 
pleasant development was sharply demon- 
strated to lrisu pilgrims now at Lourdes, 
when they were given one hundred and 
twenty-three ifancs tor the pound. Banks 
would not take Bank of England motes, and it 
is stated that hotels and shops onered from 
one hundred to one hundred and engitt francs 


for the pound. 
Enghsn people responding to Mr. Snowden's 


Te fall in thé valte of the pound in 


appeal to patriotism are returning trom the 
liiviera and other places. 

Bookings to Continental resorts by Irish 
people have in several instances been can- 
celled, and Ireland has got the preference or, 
instead, intending tourists heve gone to health 
rsorts in England. 

Mr. D. Barry, acting secretary to the Irish 
Tourist Association, in a statemént made to 
the J/risa Jimes yesterday, said that the 
change im the values of the pound in various 
coumtries would, he believed, bring more 
people to Ireland. This referred particularly 
to English people, who, in coming to thts 
country, would find to their obvious delight 
that the pound here bears the same value 
as in their own country, and that rail rates, 
hotel tariffs and prices ot commodities have 
not been raised in any instances. 

‘It is reasonably certain, Mr. Barry, said 
‘that we shall get many more of the better- 
class English tourist, who will come here tor 
the hunting season, with money to spend. No 
doubt there is a tightness of money at the pre- 
cent time. holiday spendings have been cut down 
to a minimum; but that in itself rs evidence 
that people will come where the best value 
can be had. Ireland ean give value, and 
ihat important feature will be stressed and 
acted upon during the present crisis. Rail- 
way fares and hotel charges on the Continent 
lave been increased, in some cases by as 
much as twenty per cent., and there is no 
assurance that prices will not be higher to 
persons holding Irism or English notes. 


NO PIOUS APPEAL. 

“We do not issue a pious appeal to Irish 
people to spend their holidays here. In this 
country, which is virtually unaffected from 
our side of the business, we say definitely 
that the value for the tourist is still dere. 
There has been no change. 

a“ The Englishman, who has not yet taken 
lis holidays, will see that too. He will get 
full value for his pound, and, as has been 
freyuentiy pointed ont during the present 
financial situation, there will be no 'pro- 
fiteering.’ President Cosgrave has said that 
if there is any attempts at ‘ profiteering,’ 
steps will be taken io deal with it. That is 
an assurance to the intending tourist from 
iéngland. 

Mr. A. Lgwett, of Hewett's Travel Agency, 
D'Olier stre™™ Dublin, told an Jrish Times 
reporter yesterday that some booking to the 
Continent had been cancelled. For those 
who desire a foreign tour, Mr. Hewett advo- 
cates the advertised long-sea trips in British 
ships, where there will be an absence of 
trouble or confusion from fluctuating rates of 
exchange.

MORE EVIDENCE AT 
THE INQUIRY. 


sittings yesterday in the Boardroom of 

the Department of Agriculture, Dublia, 
to consider evidence regarding the desira- 
bility of imposing a Cusfoms duty on oats 
imported into Saorstat Eivearm. Mr. !! 
U.riel, Chairman, presided, and the othe

Mr. €. P. MeCarthy, of 50 South Mall, 
Cork, as secretary of the group, said that 
a memorandum cf evidence against the im- 
position of a tariff on oats had been sub- 
mitted by the following group from County 
Cork :—

don Milhing Co., Bandno; the Cork Farmecs 
Union, Cork; Dale and Sons, Cork; R. Goed 
and Sons, Skibbereen; P. F. Goggin and 
Co., Cork; T. E. Jacob and Co., Cork;

Mr. Cussen, in the course of his evidence 
on behalf of the group mentioned, said that 
the rmperts tn rélation to the total quantity 
of oats available were small. Any pro 
posal to tariff imported oats would have a 
serious effect on the agricultural community. 
as it would raise the import price of seed 
oats required for planting without a corres- 
ponding increase in the world’s market price. 
Since there was a large exportable surplus this 
artificial internal increase in the raw material 
supply would tend to restrict exports, sitice,

all other things being equal, the local pro-

ducer would have an ed production cost 
in the tariff without any compensating in- 
creased sale price when the crop produced 
Was exportea 

Unless the tariff led to an increased price 
level within the country the farmer who 
would produce under the tarff would be in a 
more unfavourable economic position than he 
Was. 

Taking into account home consumption and 
the exportable surplus in each year, it was 
obvious that the imports were not of sufficient 
significance require the imposition of a 
tanff.

HORSE-BREEDING. 


To justify itself the tariff should increase 
the price on the home market. Any such 


increase must have its reactions on horse 
transport. Further, any such increase would 
adversely affect horse-breeding. It would 
also affect the user of oats for hen and 
chicken feed and other farm uses. This last 
point was of great importance, as it was 
shown in the oflicial reports for 1926 that 
over two-thirds of the total home production 
was “used as food for live stock on the 
farm.” The effect of the tariff on the oat- 
meal factories would be to seriously affect 
their position as now sheltered by the oat- 
meal tariff. 

Any proposal to differentiate in a tariff 
hetween imported seed and feeding oats would 
involve the setting up of import regulations, 
and to he fuily effective would require some 
system of licensing of distributors and the 
completion of periodical quantity returns to 
be furnished to a Government department 
which would have to be set up for the pur- 
pose. If the total imvorts were split up as 
hetween seed and feeding oats it wonld be 
found that in any normal year seed oats 
formed a substantial proportion of the im- 
port. To set up a partial tariff on feeding 
oats would result in expenditure which would 
not appear to be justified by reference to the 
quantity imported. 

Mr. . Eamonn O'Neill (Messrs. James 
O'Neill and Suns, Ltd.. Kinsale) agreed with 
the evidence giver. by Mr. Cussen. 


PORT OF KINSALE. 


Asked by Mr. McCarthy if a severe tariff 
imposed on cats would affect the shipping 
of the port of Kinsale, the witness said that 
they would he put out of business. They 
could rot compete in the foreign markets 
when the cost price of oats they bought in 
the Free State was increased. 

Major W. G. F, Drummond (Drummond 
and Sons, Dublin), representing the Irish 
Seed and Nursery Trades’ Association, said 
that they were only interested in the pro- 
duction of seed oats, and in opposing any 
tariff on seed oats their interests and the 
interests of the farming community as a 
whole were identical. Their only desire was 
that the Irish farmer should obtain an 
adequate supply, and their experience was 
that such an adequate supply was not 
obtainabie in thé Free State at present. with- 
out impoitation. 

Mr. M. P. Rowan (Dublir), hon. secretary 
of the Irish Seed and Nursery Trades’

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NATIONALITY OF 
MARRIED WOMEN. 


REPRESENTATIONS 
AT GENEVA.

R. HEARNE, acting for Mr. McGilli- 

M gan, has interviewed representatives 
of the Women’s International 
Organisations at Geneva in reference to the 
nationality of married women. He pointed 
out that the question of the nationality of 
women was not buried for ever in the Hague 
Convention of 1930, and that it would be re- 
membered that the Irish Free State supported 
the United States resolution at the Hague 
Conference that the Governments be asked 
to study the question of the advisability of 
introducing the principle of equality of the 
sexes into their nationality law, with special 


regard to the interests of children. While 
the Hague Convention dealt only with cer- 
tain aspects of nationality law, there was 
no doubt that if that Convention were car- 
ried out some immediate and urgent problems 
of statelessness and double nationality, so far 
as women are concerned, would be solved. 
The Free State Government were prepared 
to associate themselves with the proposal to 
give the matter of the nationality of married 
women further study hefore the next 
Assembly of the League of Nations. 


HAGUE CONVENTION. 


In accepting the articles of the Hague 
Convention relating to the nationality of 
women, the Free State Government did so 
without prejudice to further consideration 
of the whole question. Mr. Hearne thought 
that the fears of the Women’s International 
Organisations of the finality of the Hague 
Convention would be fully removed if it were 
realised that the articles relating to the 
nationality of married women were never in- 
tended to be a final code The Free State 
Government had always felt that in prin- 
ciple it was right that the husband and wife 
and the minor children of the marriage 
should have the same nationality, and that 
there should be absolute equality between 
spouses in this regard. 

The Irish Free State Government welcomed 
the formation of a cential organisation re 
presentative wf women throughout the world 
who could speak with one voice on this 
matter. The Women’s Organisations had 


already done splendid work and should con- 
tinue their labours. 

Subsequently the nationality of married 
women was disevssed at the League Assembiy 
with a view to devising machinery for the 
reconsideration of the matter at the next 
Assembly vf the League of Nations, the 
Women's International Organisations cot.- 
tinuing to assist in the work meanwhile, in 
& consultative capacity. The Free State 
delegation strcugly supported this proposal.

‘here was, he said, a danger that the 
objects of Hotary were accepted too casually, 
without a be realisation of their importance 
in world affairs and ther own responsibility 
and opportunity to heip to bring them from 
the domain of pious aspirations to that ol 
established realities. 


HOSTILE MINORITY, 


The most formdable . border in this 
covntry, ire said, is not the Customs border. 
It is the border of mutual suspicion and lack 
of understanding, and, of course, im each 
section of the country ther? is a minority, 
wiiose opinions are hostile to those of the 
majority. Suppose all Irish Rotarians decided 
right now that, as an earnest of their ideals, 
they shouid, for the future, strive to dispel 
that tragic suspicion, and replace it with a 
generous understanding, that would make 
light of their differences and strengthen the 
many bonds they shared in common, what a 
benefit that would be ! ‘That was a definite 
work for mternational peace that be 
done here in Ireland, and we in Ireland alone 
can do it. 

The world’s mischicf-makers have had a 
long innings, with grave results to humanity. 
Ky its support of the League of Nations, 
Rotary has shown its desire to help the valu- 
able work already done by that body. He sug- 
gested that individual HKotarians would do well 


could 


to link up with the activity of the League 
of Nations Society In thew own city, 
Perhaps, the most important work yet 
achieved by Rotary International for world 
peace was that done at the annual Rotary 
conventions, where, to assemblies of thou- 
sands of active Rotarians, emphasis had been 
laid on that aspect of the movement. 


ROTARY’S WORK. 


So long as the masses of humanity are at 
the mercy of unscrupulous mob orators and 
mercenary cosmopolitan financiers, who. grow 
rich while the unselfish armies, recruited in 
a frenzy of patriotic ardour, and subse- 
uently regarded merely as “ cannon 
fodder.” are slaughtered in thousands, leav- 
ing behind them a trail of human misery, 
that of itself should do mach to stamp out 
the war idea; so long as the innocent 
children of all nations, during their most 
impressionable years at school, are nurtured 
in an atmosphere of international hatred, 
created by present-day methods of recording 
historic happenings, so long will Rotary have 
much work to do in endeavouring to prevent 
so cruel a possibility as a recurrence of war. 


DISARMAMENT. 


Meanwhile, good work can be done to 
bring about international disarmament. 
-otarv does not advocate the entire abol- 
tion of armed forces, but it does claim that 
with the development of better understand- 
ing between the nations of the world, there 
will be no need for armaments on so large 


a scale as those now in existence. 

Mr. Charles E. Jacob said that the Chair- 
man had given all of them something positive 
and constructive to think about, and 
could be done by Rotarians in furtherance 
of the cause they ought all have at heart, 
and especially here in Ireland. There were 
Customs barriers between North and South, 
“but our friendship and fellowship,’’ said 
Mr. Jacob, ‘‘ transcends all these.” 


TEACHING OF HISTORY. 

He agreed with the Chairman as to the 
necessity of improving the teaching of his- 
tory ir the schools, that it may not be a 
mere recital of wars and battles, but the 
telling of what the various nations have 
contiibuted towards the enlightenment and 
betterment of the world. 

Mr. A. T. Robertson, President, Belfast 
Club, said it struck him that those who 
pursued war had over-reached themselves, 
and if it ever comes again to war the seat 
of war would be transferred from the front 
line trenches to the base, and those who 
promoted war would be the greater sufferers. 
That would give cause for hope to those 
who had the cause of peace so much at 
heart. 

Mr. Joseph Donaghy, President, Derry 
Club, said that one could not point to any 
single instance or occasion in which war 
settled any international queestion. He felt 
that Rotary should not give voice to unctuous 
platitudes: thev should be up and doing, 
doing noble things, not dreaming of them 
all day long. 

Agreement with the sentiments of the 
(Chairman was expressed by other delegates. 

The conference adjourned for lanch, and 
afterwards most of the membérs went on an

INQUISITION ON RICH. 

Lord Craigavon (Prime Minister) strongly 
defended Boards of Guardians as being the 
best method of dealing with transitional 
benefits. He pointed out that the poor were 
not the only people who were subject to a 
meticulous examination as to their means, 
because very intensive inquisitorial investiga- 
tions as to means were applied to all who paid 
income tax or sur-tax. 

Mr. H. Milford (Unionist) said that there 
was a feeling among the workers that going 
before Guardians would imply a certain 
amount of poverty, and he asked the Minister, 
if possible, to make some other arrangement. 

The Minister of Labour said that the 
Government was prepared to suggest to the 
Jelfast Board of Guardians that a number of 
the men to be co-opted to deal with the needs 
test should be members of the Local Employ- 
ment Committee. As he did not know whether 
both bodies would combine and work together, 
he could not go beyond stating that repre- 
sentations would be strongly made, and he 
appealed to the Opposition, in view of this 
concession, to withdraw the amendment. He 
denied that the intention was to keep money 
from the people—the idea was to conserve 
whatever money was available for those who 
needed it most. 

Mr. Beattie declined to withdraw the 
amendment, which was then defeated by 23 
votes to 8. 

The. bill passed through the. Committee 
stage, and on the third reading the Minister 
for Labour explained that for some time they 
were paying out £40,000 weekly in unemploy- 
ment benefit. and of this sum two-thirds was 
borrowed, The money they would now save 
would enable them to cease borrowing, but 
the effect of the bill would be to add to the 
liabilities of the Exchequer 

He paid. a tribute to the guardians for the 
public spitit with which they had come for- 
ward to assist the Government. He also paid 
a tribute: to the panel doctors and the 
chemists who, through their representatives, 
had agreed to accept the cuts. He thought 
that that same spirit of co-operation if 
general in the present crisis would lead to 
better times socner than they anticipated.

Mark Seymour, 34 years of age, a half-brother 
of Abe Mitchell, and a native of the famous 
golfing nursery at Forest Row, in Sussex, will 
to-day oppose Arthur Padgham, assistant pro- 
fessional at the Royal Ashdown Forest Club, 
in the 36 holes final match on the Royal mid- 
Surrey course. 
The winner receives a prize of £300 and the 
loser £100, in addition to gold medals. 
Padgham, the surprise of the tournament, 
is 25 years old, and was in the running for a 
place in the Ryder Cup match last June. He 
Is assistant to Jack Rowe, the veteran pro- 
fessional at Forest Row, who captained 
England against Scotland 25 yeaPs ago. Rowe, 
one of the shrewdest judges of a golfer, 
ae the highest honours for his protege. 
Seymour gained fame as an amateur before 
turning professional in 1922. He was Sussex 
champion in 1928, won the Roehampton £200 
Tournament last year, and recently won the 
Scottish Championship, in which he was 
qualified to compete by reason of an engage- 
ment in a Glasgow sports warehouse.

Conditions on Dublin Stock Exchange yes- 
terday were generally the same as those which 
prevailed on Wednesday, but they were not 
quite so satisfactory.

in order to protect the company's assets, and 
in view of the company’s solvency, there is 
no alternative but to proceed with the 
members’ voluntary liquidation, leaving it to 
the liquidator to continue the merger 
negotiations. 


EXPORTS TO CANADA. 


The High Commissioner for Canada in

HOW MANUFACTURERS ARE 
| AFFECTED. 


Four Fe for the new valuation of 
an Ordinary Share are given by the Financial 
News, which says :— 

It must not be forgotten that the £ has 
genuinely been standing too high in relation 
to home costs and. prices, and, therefore, 
that the differences in price relations, which 
operate immediately, are likely to be of con- 
siderable permanence. 

The principles in estimating a company 
prospects may be taken as follows :— ' 
SELLING PRICES. 

(1) Importance of Export Trade. — The 
depreciation of sterling gives sellers in foreign 
markets a bounty in terms ot sterling, so 
that they may either get higher sterling 
receipts on the basis of present selling prices 
or may lower prices abroad and get more 
business. This applies. of course, to com. 
pamies operating entirely abroad, though in 
this case there is a ¢owmpensating factor in 

mereased costs. 

(2) Elasticity of Selling Prices.—Both at 
home and abroad companies having elastic 

rices will gain. The most elastic are prices 
or contracts, prices of bulk materials (iron 
and steel, chemicals, grain and miscellaneous 
goods), the least elastic prices those based 
on branded = mode!s—automobiles, radios. 
gramaphanes, standardised special branded 
products with a wide market—and also food 
stuffs at home, owing te probable Government 
intervention. Advantages to companies sell 
ing at prices fixed in terms of sterling will 
be in the form entirely of increased sales.’ 

COSTS. i 

(3) Importance of Domestic Costs.—Com 
panies with heavy home raw material, home 
transport, rate, tax and home wage costs 
will benefit most. Coal, iron and steel, with 
raw materials largely of domestic origin. 
heavy home transport costs, and high rates 
and taxes directly and indirectly affecting 
them, are a case in point. 

(4) Low Costs in Foreign Currency.—All 
supplies and = services bought in francs, 
dollars, ete., will detract something from 
advantage gained. Shipping costs broad, im 
portation of raw cotton for textiles, raw 
tobacco ‘and food supplies imported from 
‘abroad. by canning and other factories may 
be taken as examples. 

COMPANIES OPERATING ABROAD. 

Companies operating entirely abroad may 
be regarded for the moment from the point 
of view of both costs and selling prices. 
From the point of view of the sterling share. 
holder it »s clear that both mount in equa! 
proportion, and that profits will, therefore, 
also rise in proportion to exchange deprecia- 
tion. Losses will not be converted into 
profits ' 

The home producer who exports will, how. 
ever, have increased selling prices without 
appreciably increased costs, and will thus 
increase his profit margin. ‘The home market 
seller is also likely to get increased business, 
as his competitive position will be improved. 
and this will be to a certain extenf true of 
the exporter, as he will take his new advan 
tage partly in increased sterling prices and 
artly in increased business auditing from 
ower (foreign currency) prices. 

It should be noted clearly that exporting 
home prodncers are more favourably affected 
than companies actually operating abroad.
